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SUPERMARKET giant Sains- 
burys could be on its way to Ely 
The chain wants to build a new 
store on the city’s Lisle Lane site, the 
Weekly News can reveal, bringing 
with it more than 300 jobs. 

J Sainsbury pic bosses revealed their plans 
for the former Ely Chemical Company site 
on Tuesday They say the store would provide 
more choice for local shoppers and comp¬ 
etition for other retailers. 

The multi-million pound scheme would 
include a restaurant, a 470-space car park to 
serve both supermarket shoppers and the 
city centre, and new cycle bays. 

A new shuttle bus service to and from Ely’s 
city centre could also be provided, along 
with improved pedestrian links, new traffic 
lights and street lighting and a new 
community recycling centre. 

John Bridge, chief executive of Ely Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce, said the plans would 
provide a “win-win situation” for the city. 

He said: “We support any development 
which provides jobs in these tough times. 

“A new supermarket in Ely would also 
bring about more competition in the market 
which is a bonus. 

“This really is a win-win situation and 
shows that Sainsbury’s has the confidence 
that it can succeed in Ely” 

Will Burton, spokesman for Ely Traders' 
Association, also welcomed the plans.

Steve Baxter, 53, who 
runs the West End House 
with his wife Kim, 52, said: 
“We have won this award a 
couple of times before but it 
still feels brilliant. 

“It is nice to win 
something you are not 
expecting, especially in 


these tough economic 
times. 

“The award could not 
have been presented on a 
better day for us. 

“We had the flags flying 
high, English dishes like 
bangers and mash and 
jellied eels being served 
and we only played English 
music throughout the day. 

“St George’s Day is an 
important day and I think 
more places should 
celebrate it in the area.” 
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BUNGLING thieves crashed their 
getaway vehicle into a tree, leaving 
behind a number plate, a court 
heard. 

The dozy pair were caught red-handed 
less than an hour later with £4,000 worth of 
farm machinery in their vehicle. 

Freddie Shepherd, 33, and Duncan 
Brittain, 31, filled a transit van with 
expensive equipment and car parts at a farm 
in Pymoor on April 10. 

The pair were seen loading the vehicle by 
one of the farm’s owners before they drove 
the van away over a field. 

But the owner was able to follow the 
vehicle after Shepherd crashed into a tree - 
leaving the van’s number plate behind. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, said: “One of 
the owners saw a transit van come into the 
yard but he thought it was just visiting the 
other owner, who runs a car parts business. 

“He became suspicious when he heard 
loud noises and looked out to see the van 
being loaded with equipment and 
machinery. 

“Mr Shepherd then threw some metal 
rims out of the van, drove off across a field 
but collided with a tree on his way out, 
leaving the van’s registration plate behind. 

“The owner then followed the van, called 
the police, and Mr Shepherd and Mr Brittain 
were stopped by officers around half and 
hour later at Mepal.” 

The thieves, both of Fenland Way, 
Chatteris, pleaded guilty to theft when they 
appeared at Ely Magistrates’ Court. 

The court heard Shepherd was released 
from prison in July last year after serving a 
42-month sentence for burglary. 

Brittain’s record also includes a conviction 
for burglary. 

Adam Haselhurst, representing Shepherd, 
said: “All the property taken has since been 
recovered so the owner has not actually lost 
£4,000.” 

He added: “Mr Shepherd is out on licence. 
He has pleaded guilty at the first 
opportunity.” 

Dr Christine Shaw, presiding magistrate, 
adjourned sentencing for a pre-sentence 
report to be prepared. She warned both 
offenders that they could be facing a 
custodial sentence each. 

Police have requested forfeiture of the van 
and want a driving ban imposed on 
Shepherd. 

The pair will be sentenced at Ely 
Magistrates’ Court on May 14.

MULTI-MILLION pound 
plans for a nature reserve 
near Ely have been rej¬ 
ected for a second time. 

Development bosses are 
demanding the National Trust 
carries out more public con¬ 
sultation before they agree to 
sign off on the Wicken Fen Vision. 

The ambitious scheme, which 
has been up and running for 10 
years, aims to transform 22 
square miles of land between 
Cambridge and Soham into a 
huge nature reserve with cycling 
tracks and walk ways. 

In November, planning chiefs 
decided to delay their support for 
the vision until the trust had 
conducted further consultations 
with the public. 

While they are admitting that 
“major areas of concern have 
been addressed”, development 
bosses have held off backing the 
the scheme again. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council’s strategic development 
committee wants to assess the 
outcome of a joint neighbour¬ 
hood panel meeting in fuly 
before supporting the vision. 

Cllr Fred Brown, council lead¬ 
er, said: “We are not taking any¬ 
thing away from the vision and it 
is not a case of them and us. 

“It is to everybody’s benefit for 
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things to be done thoroughly and 
this neighbourhood panel 
meeting will let residents have 
their say. 

“Twenty two square miles is a 
lot of land which affects a lot of 
people in our area and for that 
reason we cannot rush into 
signing up.” 

Cllr Mike Rouse, who rep¬ 
resents Ely North ward, added: 
“There are still issues out there, 
even though major areas of 
concern have been addressed. 

"We have another 90 years 
ahead of us with this scheme so I 
do not see the rush.” 

The National Trust says 83 per 
cent of survey respondents had 
backed the plans, which would 
create a network of paths from 
Cambridge to Ely surrounded by 
grazing marshlands and fen 
beds. 

Cllr Robert Stevens, who rep¬ 
resents Bottisham ward, cond¬ 
emned the decision. 

He said: “The vision is a mar¬ 
vellous opportunity for us to 
explore different ways that our 
land can be used. 

“Obviously there are residents 
both for and against it but the 
vast majority of them like this 


vision and welcome it. 

“I think there have been too 
many scare stories about flood¬ 
ing, turning it into a jungle and 
the huge numbers of mosquitoes 
it will attract.”

Drink driver given 
fine and road ban 


A MAN drove home from a night¬ 
club after drinking four pints of 
lager because he “felt fit enough” 
to get behind the wheel, a court 
heard. 

Harry Ford drove to meet his older sister 
in DeNiros nightclub, in Newmarket, and 
planned to get a taxi back after leaving the 
popular nightspot. 

But the 21-year-old decided to drive 
himself home in the early hours of the 
morning instead of paying for a cab. 

Ford, of Queensway, Soham, pleaded 
guilty to drink driving at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court last week. 

Delia Matthews, prosecuting, told the 
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bench: “It was in the early hours of April 13 
when police spotted Mr Ford on his mobile 
phone on a petrol station forecourt. 

“Police approached him and imm¬ 
ediately smelt that he had been drinking so 
he was given an on-the-spot test which 
proved positive. 

“CCTV footage showed that Mr Ford had 
driven along the A142 Fordham bypass 
into the garage and a later test at the police 
station showed he had 54 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath.” 

The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

But Ford, who had three points on his 


licence for a speeding offence, thought he 
was fit enough to drive, his solicitor Adam 
Haselhurst said. 

Mitigating, he added: “Looking back on 
it now, my client knows it was a foolish 
decision but at the time he felt fit enough 
to drive home. He was not driving 
erratically and the four pints he had at the 
nightclub had not really affected him.” 

But magistrates banned Ford for a total 
of 16 months and fined him £400. Dr 
Christine Shaw, presiding magistrate, also 
ordered him to pay £70 court costs and a 
£15 victim surcharge. 

Ford said he would complete a drink¬ 
driving rehabilitation course by May 2010, 
reducing his disqualification period by 
four months.

Bishop sols date to 
leave diocese post

THE BISHOP of Ely - one 
of the Church of England's 
longest-serving bishops - 
is to retire next year. 

The Right Reverend Dr Anth- 
ony Russell announced his 
retirement last week after 10 
years in the post. 

His ministry will continue 
publicly until January 23 before 
his official retirement on Feb¬ 
ruary 28. 

Bishop Anthony said: “It has 
been a privilege to serve the 
diocese for 10 years. 

“My wife and I have made 
many friends and greatly enjoy¬ 
ed living in Ely. 

“The diocese of Ely with the 
Fens and Cambridge, is a lively 
and special diocese which this 
year celebrates its 900th anni¬ 
versary” 

He was installed as the 68th 
Bishop of Ely in 2000 after serv¬ 
ing as Area Bishop of Dorchester 
for 12 years. 

Bishop Anthony’s wife Sheila 
said: “Our time in Ely has been 
very happy 

“We have loved being in such 
a wonderful house and it will be 
sad to leave so many friends.” 

The much-loved bishop has 
been a member of the House of 
Lords since 2008 and during his 
time at Ely he won praise for his 
leadership and frequent visits to 
parishes, synods and councils. 

Bishop Anthony was edu¬ 
cated at Uppingham School, at 
St Chad’s College, Durham, and 
afterwards at Trinity College, 
Oxford, where he gained a 
DPhil, writing on the profess- 
ionalisation of the clergy in the 
19 th century 

He attended Cuddesdon 
Theological College, and was 
ordained in 1970 to serve as a 
curate in the Hilborough Group 
of parishes in West Norfolk. 



He moved in 1973 to be a 
parish priest in South War¬ 
wickshire in the Coventry 
Diocese. 

At the same time, he was 
chaplain (1973-1982) and later 
director (1983-1988) at the 
Arthur Rank Centre at Stone- 
leigh, and helped develop the 
centre into a national resource 
for churches serving in rural 
communities. 

He was appointed Canon 
Theologian of Coventry Cath¬ 
edral in 1983 and chaplain to 
Her Majesty the Queen in 1988. 

He was appointed Area 


Bishop of Dorchester 
(responsible for the County of 
Oxfordshire) in the diocese of 
Oxford in 1988. 

Coming from a farming 
family, Bishop Anthony is no 
stranger to the practical skills 
and hands-on approach needed 
on the land. 

He continues to take a keen 
interest in rural affairs and in 
the farming community 

He has been president of 
Cambridge ACRE and many 
other Cambridgeshire organ¬ 
isations. 

He has also been a well-

known speaker and comm¬ 
entator on agricultural affairs in 
a wide range of capacities and 
was president of the Royal Agri¬ 
cultural Society of England from 
2004 until 2005. 

Bishop Anthony has been 
closely involved in the life of the 
University of Cambridge and 
serves as the Visitor of St John’s 
College, Jesus College and Peter- 
house. 

The Dean of Ely, the Very 
Reverend Michael Chandler 
said: “The Bishop of Ely’s retire¬ 
ment means that the diocese, 
including the cathedral, will lose 
a wise pastor whose quietly 
effective style of leadership has 
enabled us to get on with our 
mission confident that there is a 
steadfastness of purpose, and 
real Christian maturity, at the 
heart of all our activities. 

“Having worked alongside 
Bishop Anthony for nearly six 
years, I have greatly appreciated 
his understanding of the cath¬ 
edral and its ministry, and I 
know that many others also 
appreciate his wise counsel and 
guidance.”

Space needed 
for bigger centre 

Sir, Living in Ship Lane, as Mr Ward 
does (Why is centre still on fringe - 
Letters, April 23) I can understand 
why a state-of-the-art leisure village 
on his doorstep might seem very 
attractive. 

However, the Masterplan consultants 
needed to take a wider view and 
consider the convenience of the 
majority of residents in our district - 
from Littleport in the north to 
Newmarket and Bottisham in the 
south, whose council taxes will be 
funding this superb facility and 


whose patronage it will need. 

This was the choice: spend millions of 
pounds on the acquisition of already 
very valuable developed land in Lisle 
Lane, or build the new facility on the 
15 acres near Downham Road, 
purchased for the purpose in 2006 at 
a tiny fraction of that cost. 
Furthermore, this was agreed at the 
full council meeting in the same year, 
before the term of this current council 
began. 

The council-owned Paradise facilities 
are far from adequate for our 
burgeoning population and the 
potential to sell the land off to raise 
funds towards an all encompassing 
leisure village has been on the 
horizon for a very long time. 

We were told five years ago that the 
swimming pool tank would last us 


only another eight to 12 years and the 
site itself is not nearly large enough 
for the splendid sporting centre 
envisaged. 

Furthermore, redevelopment here 
would mean the loss of an 
opportunity to extend the city centre 
shopping area. 

The Masterplan consultants, once 
cognizant of these facts, rapidly 
changed their recommendations to 
smart housing for Lisle Lane as the 
only practical and affordable way of 
reclaiming this potentially very lovely 
part of Ely from the old industry and 
sewage works that currently blight the 
area.

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Young death crash 
driver found guilty 


A YOUNG driver has been 
found guilty of causing death 
by dangerous driving. 

David Goakes, 20, was convicted at 
Cambridge Crown Court last week 
after a jury heard how he mowed 
down 20-year-old Alexander Chilvers 
in a tragic accident after the pair had 
a confrontation in Broad Street, 
March, on June 22 last year. 

Mr Chilvers died of fatal head 
injuries shortly after the collision at 
around 12.30am. 

During the trial the jury heard that 
Goakes had failed to illuminate the 


lights on his Land Rover, drove 
through a red traffic light and per¬ 
formed an illegal U-turn just before 
the collision. 

After the collision the Land Rover 
could then be seen pausing 100 yards 
up the road, before driving off as 
members of the public rushed to 
help Mr Chilvers. 

Goakes, of Grange Road, March, 
was arrested at home later that same 
night. 

Following the guilty verdict last 
Friday, Goakes was bailed to return 
to court on May 22 for sentencing.

MP’s call for assurance on school places 


A LOCAL MP is demanding 
action after learning that 
schools and colleges in the 
region face funding cuts. 

Malcolm Moss, MP for 
North East Cambridgeshire, 
has urged Government mini¬ 
sters to ensure that schools 
do not turn away students 
next year. 

The move comes after the 
Learning and Skills Council 


changed its mind about 
funding for schools and sixth- 
form colleges across the 
country. 

School budgets have been 
cut by up to £350,000 for 
sixth-form colleges and 
£55,000 for an average school. 

It comes just weeks after 
the Government froze 144 
further education college 
building projects, including 


the College of West Anglia’s 
plans for a campus in March. 

MP Moss said: “Just a 
month after reassuring 
schools that they would be 
fully funded, the Government 
has pulled the rug from under 
their feet. 

“Because of Whitehall 
incompetence, schools and 
colleges are being forced to 
turn away thousands of sixth 


formers who are desperate to 
learn and acquire the quali¬ 
fications. 

“Further education colleges 
have also been plunged into 
financial turmoil by having 
their building projects frozen. 

“This is yet more proof that 
the Labour Government is 
failing to deliver and can’t be 
trusted with taxpayers’ mon¬ 
ey.”

Cannabis 
'minder’ Is 
sent to jail

A CANNABIS grower 
has been jailed for 28 
months after police 
raided a home in Ely. 

Illegal immigrant Nho 
Van Tran, 41, was arrested 
at a four-bedroom home 
in Waterside, where offi¬ 
cers found nearly 600 
mature cannabis plants 
and several sacks of the 
class B drug, Cambridge 
Crown Court heard last 
week. 

Tran had been taken to 
the £320,000 rented house 
by a Vietnamese gang and 
ordered to look after the 
plants. 

Sally Hickling, prosec¬ 
uting, said the cannabis 
was to be used for the 
production of skunk, a 
highly potent form of 
marijuana which can 
cause mental illness. 

She said: “The down¬ 
stairs living rooms were 
covered in plants with 
makeshift lights and 
blacked out windows and 
doors. Three more rooms 
were set up in a similar 
way. 



Highly potent: hundreds of 
cannabis plants were 
discovered during a drugs 
raid by police. 

“Officers said if the 575 
cannabis plants yielded 
50g per plant and were 
then sold as skunk for £20 
for a 3.5g bag, it would pro¬ 
duce £160 an ounce.” 

She added that the 32kg 
of unharvested cannabis 
could have been sold for 
£183,000, while the 17kg of 
ready-to-go drugs found in 
bags would have netted 
another £100,000. 

lames Dignan, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Tran was a low- 
level operative in the drug 
farm operation, who had 
received only £20 for his 
three weeks of work. 

He said: “He did nothing 
more than water the 


plants. He is an illegal 
immigrant exploited by 
others. 

“There has been a deg¬ 
ree of intimidation as the 
people who took him to 
this location said if he left, 
things would happen to 
him. That is why he didn’t 
leave the house for the 20 
days he was there. 

“There was a large 
amount of drugs but it is 
immaterial as he did not 
share in the profits.” 

Sentencing him to 28 
months in jail, fudge 
Gareth Hawkesworth said: 
“This was the strongest 
kind of cannabis, which 
has been demonstrated to 
have a bad effect on the 
mental health of many 
people. 

“I accept you were 
probably subject to a 
degree of intimidation by 
those who employed you 
and were nervous about 
your situation, but it has 
not been suggested that 
you went into this oper¬ 
ation with anything but 
your eyes open.” 

He also recommended 
that Tran is detained once 
he completes half of his 
sentence to ensure he is 
deported.

New team to keep 
eye on waste sites 

A NEW team is being set up to combat 
illegal scrap yards and unlicensed waste 
sites in the Ely area. 

The Environmental Care Team, based in 
the city, will also deal with serious 
environmental crime. 

The squad will include dedicated crime 
investigation officers, an intelligence 
officer and a technical surveillance officer. 

Phil Henderson, environmental crime 
team leader, said: “It had been felt for 
some time that the geographical area 
covered was too large and the number of 
officers too small. 

“The fact the team will deal with a more 
focussed patch, coupled with an increase 
in our resource, is good news for the 
environment but bad news for those 
criminals who think they can get away 
with committing serious environmental 
offences. 

“The creation of our new team ties in 
with the Environment Agency moving 
nationally towards an intelligence-led 
approach to enforcement. 

“We are now using intelligence and 
crime analysis to identify patterns, trends 
and hotspots so we can target environ¬ 
mental crime in a proactive way rather 
than the more traditional reactive resp¬ 
onse.” 

Prior to the new team, one team served 
a large area extending from the Humber 
down to Essex.

T housands of fleet-footed and 
big-hearted athletes took to 
the streets of the capital on 
Sunday for the London Marathon.

“Each year around 2,500 people are

“Our role is to act fast, to cover ground 
and bring whoever is at risk back to their 
families and loved ones.

Other lottery awards handed out this 
week include £7,000 for homeless charity 
Wintercomfort, to allow it to buy three 
memorial statues, and £10,000 for Cam¬ 
bridge Joint Playschemes, which organ¬ 
ises holiday play sessions for disabled 
children at its Linton headquarters.

She said: “The best form of defence 
against the lowest forms of criminal life is to 
be alert. I appreciate that is sometimes 
difficult when those that are preyed on tend 
to be trusting and may be more easily 
misled by bogus officialdom. 

“But families and friends also have a part 
to play and I would appeal to you to try to 
ensure that the warnings and the safety 
messages are passed on to those who may 
not normally hear them and think that 
anyone who calls at their door in uniform is 
there to help.” 


Society shares author’s love of city 


MEMORIES of Ely in the 
early 1900s came to life 
when a best-selling 
author was commem¬ 
orated last weekend. 

The first Elizabeth 
Goudge Convention was 
held in Henley-on- 
Thames, Oxfordshire, 
on Saturday to mark the 
25th anniversary of her 
death. 

Elizabeth Goudge’s 


career spanned five 
decades and has been 
cited by J. K. Rowling as 
a leading factor in 
writing her Harry Potter 
books. 

Her work has been 
hugely influential, with 
one, The Bird in the 
Tree, even being cited in 
a divorce case. 

Born in Somerset in 
1900, Elizabeth refers to 


Ely in her autobio¬ 
graphy, The Joy of the 
Snow as her “home of 
homes”. 

When she was 11, her 
father was offered a 
canonry at Ely Cath¬ 
edral - a move which 
led her to fall in love 
with the area. 

These memories and 
many more came to life 
when the Elizabeth 


Goudge Society held the 
convention on Saturday. 

The day included 
talks, an exhibition of 
her works and short 
films of some of the 
books which were made 
into films.

Stars mourn 
‘a treasure’ 


GORDON Brown joined stars 
including Bono and Stephen 
Fry for the funeral of writer, 
broadcaster and former Ely 
MP Sir Clement Freud last 
Friday. 

The service, which was filled with 
laughter in places as Sir Clement’s 
colourful life was celebrated, was also 
attended by Paul Merton, David 
Morrissey, Richard Curtis, Mel Smith 
and Lord Steel. 

It took place on what would have 
been the former MP’s 85th birthday. 



Mr Brown paid tribute to his friend 
during the service at a church off 
Fleet Street in central London. 

He said: “He was not only a nat¬ 
ional treasure but became within his 
own right a national institution.” 

He said he first met Sir Clement in 
1974 when both were rectors of Scott¬ 
ish universities - Mr Brown at the 
University of Edinburgh and Sir 
Clement at Dundee University. 

He added: “Clement Freud had the 
greatest asset of all, a wonderful wife, 
Jill, and a wonderful family that have 
done so much for our national life.” 

Sir Clement died at his desk at 
home in London on April 15. 

He was a grandson of the psych¬ 
ologist Sigmund Freud. His five 
children include PR businessman 
Matthew Freud and TV presenter 
Emma Freud. 

In a varied career since his family 
moved to the UK in the 1930s, he was 
an apprentice cook at the Dorchester 
Hotel in London before joining the 
Royal Ulster Rifles in the Second 
World War. 

He became a household name in 
the 1960s and 70s, fronting the 
television adverts for Minced Morsels 
dog food. 

Sir Clement’s political career began 
in Cambridgeshire in 1973, when he 
won the Isle of Ely constituency for 
the Liberals. 

He also won £3,000 from the 
bookies, having backed himself at 33- 
1 . 

He transferred to the North East 
Cambridgeshire constituency after 
boundary changes, but lost the seat 
in 1987. He was knighted the same 
year.

Clinic bookings 
now on the web 


SEXUAL health appointments 
at Ely’s Princess of Wales 
Hospital can now be booked 
online. 

NHS Cambridgeshire has 
launched a new system, de¬ 
signed to improve care, that 
will allow patients to get to a 
clinic faster. 

Clients using the online 
booking service will be asked 
some basic confidential quest¬ 
ions and, depending on symp¬ 
toms, they will be given a 
choice of clinics to attend. 

A message containing app¬ 
ointment details will be sent to 
them by text within 30 minutes 
of making the booking. 

Val Thomas, assistant direct¬ 
or of public health at NHS 
Cambridgeshire, said: “It will 
enable people to get appoint¬ 
ments in the quickest possible 
time, it will take them to the 
services most appropriate to 
their needs and it is totally 
confidential.” 

Ms Thomas added: “Our aim 
with any sexually transmitted 


infection is to treat it as quickly 
as possible. 

“It’s better for the person’s 
own health and it diminishes 
the risk of that infection being 
spread.” 

The system is online 24 
hours a day and appointments 
will be available up to 48 hours 
in advance. 

The new website also acts as 
a signpost for patients who 
may have other sexual health 
related queries, such as emer¬ 
gency contraception, sexual 
assault, pregnancy, chlamydia 
screening and contraception, 
to the appropriate clinic or 
service. 

Ms Thomas said existing 
services for chlamydia 
screening for people aged 15 to 
24 can be accessed con¬ 
fidentially by texting “screen” 
plus their name to 84010 or 
logging on to www.camb

PLANS to examine 
one of Ely’s most 
contentious issues 
have been blasted by 
residents. 

Council chiefs last week 
announced that parking in 
the city was to come under 
the microscope in a bid to 
solve on and off-street 
parking problems. 

It follows years of uproar 
from drivers who are forced 
to move their vehicles 
numerous times each day 
to avoid being ticketed or 
clamped. 

People living in Ely’s 
narrow streets are also 
forced to use the car parks 
in Ship Lane and Barton 
Road as there are no on¬ 
street parking bays near 
their homes. 

Residents agree the 
review is “long overdue” 
but claim it allows the 
council to further delay 
introducing residents’ 
parking permits. 

Christopher Bent, 61, of 
Broad Street, currently has 
to move his car twice a day 
and cannot leave it parked 
outside his own home. 

He said: “Parking in Ely is 
pathetic and to put it under 
review is not a solution. 

“This means we could 
not see changes for another 
year or more and that is not 
good enough. 

“I think this is just the 
council’s way of delaying a 
solution, which would see 
us residents being given 
special parking permits.” 

John Rohda-Jones, of 
Silver Street, said: “[The 
council] seems to think

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that if it keeps delaying 
things that residents will 
forget about it and just live 
with the problems, but we 
will not.” 

But Cambridgeshire 
County Council and East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council said a review 
would allow them to in¬ 
vestigate solutions to “best 
meet the parking needs of 
residents, workers and 
visitors to the city”. 

The review will build on 
the work which officers 
from the district council 
have undertaken in the 
past year. 

Cllr Steve Criswell, who 
is leading the review from 
the county council, said: 
“Our review aims to try to 
simplify the situation, 
reduce congestion and 
encourage safe parking. 

“It is well known that 
there are limited spaces in 
Ely but we must try to find 
a way to balance the needs 
of those who come to the 
city.” 

Cllr Fred Brown, district 
council leader, said: “We 
have always said that the 
best way to resolve the 
parking problems in Ely is 
to look at both on and off- 
street parking. 

“By ensuring all parking 
is managed in a co¬ 
ordinated way, we can 
better manage the finite 
resources available in the 
city.”

AMBITIOUS plans 
for a nature reserve 
near Ely celebrate 
an important anni¬ 
versary tomorrow. 

The National Trust’s 
100-year Wicken Fen 
Vision will be marking 
its 10th anniversary on 
May Day with an action- 
packed day at the res¬ 
erve’s visitor centre. 

The vision aims to 
transform 22 square 
miles of land between 
Cambridge and Soham 
into a haven for wildlife, 
and a popular attraction 
for local people and 
visitors. 

To mark the anniver¬ 
sary, bosses have org¬ 
anised a bumper event 
full of nature-friendly 
activities for the whole 
family. 

There will be bird 
ringing demonstrations, 


eel displays, pond dipp¬ 
ing, boat trips, guided 
walks, cycle tours, wind 
pump demonstrations 
and even Victorian bug 
hunts. 

During the first 10 
years of the vision, land 
under conservation 
management has more 
than doubled to 755 


hectares, with rare 
species such as otters 
and water voles return¬ 
ing to the reserve.

High honour for 
devoted mentor

A CAMBRIDGE policewoman 
has scooped a coveted award - 
and could pick up an “Oscar” 
of policing. 

Community Chief Inspector Vicky 
Skeels is the second consecutive 
officer to receive a national award 
from the British Association for 
Women in Policing (BAWP). 

A mother of three children under 11, 
the life-juggling officer was praised for 
her calm demeanour and the effort 
she devotes to helping others. 

She was born and raised in Ely and 
attended St Mary’s Primary School 
and City of Ely Community College 
before joining the force. 

She now acts as a professional 
mentor to students at Anglia Ruskin 
University who are interested in a 
career in the criminal justice system. 

The top officer has also officially and 
unofficially mentored many police 
women and staff in the county force. 

And she is experienced in dealing 
with tricky situations. As a police 
negotiator, she worked on a hijacking 
incident at Stansted. Her line of work 
is historically very male dominated. 

She said: “It is really great to be 
recognised for doing some good for 
other people and for helping staff to 
succeed in this difficult and 
demanding job. 

“I have been lucky enough to work 
with some great people over the last 20 
years in some really challenging 
situations and I am grateful for all the 
personal support I have had from 
negotiators, firearms officers, force 
control room staff, neighbourhood 
teams and colleagues in central and 


southern division.” 

The awards were presented by her 
boss, Chief Constable of Cam¬ 
bridgeshire Constabulary and BAWP 
President Julie Spence at the fourth 
annual ceremony, which was held last 
week in Stratford-upon-Avon. 

She said: “Each year these awards fill 
me with pride. I feel proud to be a 
police officer and to work with such 
dedicated officers, police staff and 
volunteers. 

“I am constantly amazed by the 


capacity of some people for giving 
their time, energy and commitment to 
help others.” 

And Vicky will now become the UK’s 
nomination for the mentoring 
category for the International Asso¬ 
ciation for Women Police (IAWP) 
annual awards later this year. 

Last year, Cambridgeshire Special 
Constabulary Co-ordinator Shahina

War weapons come out from 
under the bed for big auction 



A RARE collection of tribal 
weapons and artefacts have 
been discovered under a 
bed. 

The items, including, 
spears and swords, were 
found in a house on the Suff¬ 
olk/Essex border during a 
routine sales valuation by an 
expert from Rowley’s Auct¬ 
ioneers in Ely. 

A private collector had 
built up the items during the 
1960s and 1970s and stored 
them in two trunks under his 
bed. 

Inside the trunks were 
weapons from Africa, Tibet 
and the Polynesian Islands, 
including a rare 19th century 
Zulu knobkerrie with a brass 
plaque describing how it had 
been found and removed 
from the battlefield of Isand- 
lwana on fanuary 22, 1879 - 
the first significant battle of 
the Anglo-Zulu War. 

Also discovered was a rare 


late 18th century ball headed 
warriors club from the South 
Pacific island of Vanuatu - 
The New Hebrides. 

Auctioneer Silas Currie 
said: “It is unusual to find 
good original and untouched 
examples of African, Asian 


and Oriental weapons in this 
country. To discover so many 
together in a private coll¬ 
ection is extremely rare”. 

The spears, swords, clubs, 
paddles and shields were to 
be sold together at Rowley’s 
collectors’ auction this week.

Problem of perennial 
weeds needs action 


A nnual weeds are already 
springing up in my 
flowerbeds, but it’s the 
persistent perennial weeds that 
cause the most problems. 

While bindweed snakes its way 
through borders and up hedges, 
ground elder is emerging from 
under my neighbour’s fence and 
couch grass is appearing amid 
growing perennials and shrubs. 

In the past I’ve taken to zapping 
these difficult perennial 
nuisances with systemic 
weedkiller, which the plant 
ingests through its leaves and into 
its root system, killing it gradually 
over a week or two. 

But if you don’t want to go down 
the chemical route, is there any 
other way to get rid of these 
invasive weeds? 

“There is no easy solution to 
perennial weeds, but you can 
make your life slightly easier by 
containing the problem,” says 
plant ecologist Ken Thompson, 
senior lecturer at the University of 
Sheffield and author of The Book 
Of Weeds. 

“Assuming that the bindweed, or 
whatever, is confined to part of 
your garden, you should make 
strenuous efforts to ensure it stays 
there. Do not inadvertently move 
it around with other plants, or in 
soil or compost. 

“You can compost roots or 
rhizomes of perennial weeds 
safely, but make sure they are 
dead first: bake them; drown 
them in a bucket of water for at 
least six weeks; or beat them to a 
pulp with a hammer. 

“Another priority is speed. The 
worst perennial weeds can spread

metres in one season, so the time 
to act is now,” Thompson says. 
Persistent weeds require 
persistent action. It’s no good 
neglecting perennial weeds for a 
long time and then going at them 
like a bull in a china shop. 
“Rotavating the whole area 
generally makes it worse - every 
bit of root or rhizome will grow 
into a new plant,” he warns. 
Ground elder will be weakened 
with persistent hoeing, but that 
won’t kill it. 

The rhizomes are shallow, so 
digging them out is theoretically 
possible, although it tends to 
creep among other plants, which 
makes digging difficult. 

It is possible to dig out the 
rhizomes of couch grass, as they 
are also shallow, but use a fork, 
loosening the soil as you go, to 
pull out long, intact lengths of 
rhizome. 

Perennial nettle rhizomes are 
shallow and not very brittle, so 
can be dug out with a fork. 
Pearlwort, which is often 
mistaken for moss, is almost 
impossible to hand pull because 
bits of stem and root are always 
left behind. However, as it is so 


small, it can be controlled through 
mulching and by filling vacant 
space with other plants. 

Perennial weeds usually pop up 
among flowers and shrubs, so 
hoeing is often not possible. If you 
pull up the weeds you’ll always 
leave some shoots behind and 
even when you dig out as much 
root as you can, it generally won’t 
eliminate the problem. 

“The only long-term solution is to 
remove everything - garden 
plants and weeds - from a bed or 
border and start again with clean 
soil,” says Thompson. 

It sounds drastic and it is. You can 
try digging out every piece of 
weed root and rhizome as soon as 
you see any growth appearing, or 
you can cover the soil with a 
tough layer of old carpet to block 
out light and prevent weed 
growth. 

You’ll need patience, as total 
eradication is likely to take at least 
a year. 

If you need to remove 
ornamentals that you want to 
save, remove all traces of weed 
root among the roots and 
temporarily plant them 
elsewhere. 

Once the area is weed-free, cover 
the bed with a permeable, weed¬ 
suppressing membrane and 
replant your saved plants through 
holes in it. 

“Do not be tempted to cut corners 
by laying the anti-weed 
membrane over an existing 
perennial weed problem,” warns 
Thompson. 

“The weeds will find a way out 
through the planting holes and 
more vigorous weeds will even 
come through the membrane.”

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
- Dicentra spectabilis (Bleeding 
heart) 

This reliable, elegant, clump- 
forming perennial bears fragile- 
looking, heart-shaped flowers 
with rose-pink outer petals and 
white inner ones, hanging from 
arching stems, in late spring and 
early summer. Its leaves are finely 
cut and fern-like and it looks good 
planted with low-growing 
companions, such as mossy 
saxifrages, hardy geraniums and 
hostas, or others providing 
interest later on in the season. 
Dicentra spectabilis likes cool, 
moist and sheltered spots and will 
grow in partial shade or sun. 
However, by keeping the ground 
moist and sheltering the plant 
from the midday sun, the flowers 
will last longer. 

D. spectabilis grows up to 90cm 
(3ft) tall and will die down 
naturally in late summer. 

If you want a smaller, more 
compact specimen growing 40- 
45cm (16-18in) high, go for 
“Snowflakes”, a variety which 
produces clusters of white flowers 
in late April, or “Bacchanal”, the 
darkest red dicentra.

WHY UK drivers 
have such a love 
affair with roof- 
down motoring in 
the face of the 
nation’s comically 
inclement weather 
is another matter 
entirely, but it has 
brought Mazda 
great success in the 
British Isles. 

Clearly, the MX-5 has 
more than just the 
“stiff upper lip” factor 
going for it. It must 
have, to have achieved 
such phenomenal 
success worldwide as 
well as in the UK. With 
more than 850,000 
units sold across three 
generations world¬ 
wide, it’s the planet’s 
most popular two- 
seater convertible 
sports car. 

A few minutes 
behind the wheel is 
enough to appreciate 
why. The MX-5 is 
automotive fun in as 
pure a form as you’re 
likely to find in any 
road car, let alone one 
at this end of the price 
scale. That leaves 
Mazda with a bit of a 
problem when it 
comes to revising the 
model. Tamper too 
much and it risks 
spoiling the 

delightfully simplistic 
recipe but, in today’s 
fast-paced car 

industry, it doesn’t pay 
to leave a model to 
stagnate for too long, 
particularly one that’s 
occupied the same 


basic format for 20 
years, however 

successfully. 

Wisely, the Japanese 
manufacturer has 
opted to play it 
reasonably safe with its 
face-lifted MX-5 
model. 

Since the Roadster 
Coupe version joined 
the line-up in 2006, the 
range has been looking 
smarter than ever. It 
remains, costing a 
£2,000 premium over 
the soft-top version 
but adding greater 
refinement and giving 
the car more of a 
coupe feel with the 
roof up. Mazda’s claim 
of a 12-second roof 
deployment is no 
exaggeration, either. 

Of course, all models 
can be specified with 
either a hard or soft- 
top. Combined with 
the continued option 
of 1.8 or 2.0-litre 
engines and further 
boxes to tick for air- 
con, leather interior 
and a Sports pack for 
the 2.0-litre model, it 
leads to quite a diverse 
range. 

That diversity has 
taken another step 
forward with the 
addition of a six-speed 
paddle-shift automatic 
option for the higher 
capacity model. With 
the rev limit raised to 
7,500rpm and revised 
Bilstein suspension for 
the Sport model, 
Mazda has 

significantly improved 
on the fun factor, but 
in many ways there’s

grille is present inside 
the remoulded front 
bumper, while the light 
units have also been 
revised in keeping with 
more recent Mazda 
unveilings. New sills 
and rear lamps are 
more aerodynamic 
while, inside, the 
biggest change is to the 
seats, which now offer 
a fantastic level of 
support enabling you 
to really enjoy the 
handling performance 
in comfort. Part leather 
and an upgraded six- 
speaker sound system 
with aux input no 
longer costs extra on 
the 1.8-litre model, 
improving interior 
quality.

It’s the same formula, 
tweaked, but the MX-5 
facelift has been more 
than enough to freshen 
up the model without 
affecting the fun factor.
